Business concerns have dis- 

placed Computer Science stu- 
dents on McGill's most sophis- 
ticated data processing sys- 
tem, according to student 
sources within the Computer 
Science Department. This dis- 
“putes a previous statement 
made to the Dally by Comput- 
ing Center Director W.D. 
Thorpe, that student access to 
the computers had not been 
hampered by business users. 

The sources indicate that 
even those students who take 
courses requiring the use of 
McGill’s highly advanced 
“Standard IBM Operating Sys- 
tem” (OS) only receive a “very 

small and inadequate amount 
of computer time” from the 
Computing Centre. 

The Dally reported earlier this 
year that there was dissatisfac- 
tion within the. Computer Sci- 
ence Department (as opposed 


to the Computing Centre which 
runs the computers) that nearly. 


. ¥% of the Centre's revenue came 
from outside business inter- 
ests. According to the heads of 
the computer centres at l'Uni- 
versité de Montréal and Con- 
cordia, less than 5 per cent of 
their computer time goes to- 
ward commercial use. 

Members of the Computing 
Science Department have been 
unhappy over the amount of 
business from outside con- 
cerns which the Centre has 
depended on. | 

The McGill Centre has two 
computers: one is an IBM 
370/158; the other an IBM 
360/75. It is the use of the 
360/75 that has caused such 
resentment among students. 
Two systems operate through 
it. 
The first is the *Batch Sys- 
tem. It utilizes the computer 
punch cards that many are 
familiar with. The *Batch sys- 
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tem has the advantage of 
providing short execution time 
and a high turnover of pro- 
grams. However, this system Is 
limited by its inability to utilize 
tapes, discs, and other sophis- 
ticated “idle facilities.” 

Many students find the use 
of *Batch with standard com- 
pilers (simpler languages) such 
as FORTRAN, COBOL, PL/1, 
and ALGCL-W satisfactory. But 
to use optimum compilers (so- 
phisticated language) one must 
use the OS system—perhaps 
the most sophisticated in 
Montréal. It has its own special 
language—JCL and one must 
obtain a special code from the 
Computing Centre to use it. 

Comments one Computer 
Science student, “Up until last 
year anybody that had a code 
that could run the *Batch 
system could use OS as well.” 
“But this year,” he explained, 
“you can’t use *Batch code for 
OS. Meanwhile all the busines-

other words, we can't use our 
own computers.” —

Drug pushers in London 
would be shaking in their shoes 
lf the Turn-in-a-Pusher experi- 
ment had worked as well as it 
was advertised three years ago. 
But TIP toppled and didn't turn 
in'a single pusher. Full-page 
newspaper ads gave the magic 
phone number at which a caller 
could turn in a drug pusher 
anonymously and receive up to 
$500 for the tip. 

The first day 45 calls were 
received by the action line. But 
something went wrong. The 
program ran out of money for 


publicity. The phone number 


was no longer advertised. 

Its death was much less 
heralded than its birth. The 
result is that calls still trickle In 
to the police station for TIP. 

What happened? The TIP 
experiment, aimed at bolster-

make out a search warrant on 
the basis of anonymous in- 
formation... We couldn't evalu- 
ate anonymous calls from TIP. 
Lots of calls: we knew were 
phony. Still, we had to set up 
some sort of surveillance, and 
investigations take time.” 


Re SCA £ Bs pees CARS 
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Van Weert said many callers 
claimed the mayor and the 
chief of police were pushers. 
Other calls were of the type in 
which the person sald “some 
wino living above the store was 
leading Satan type cults and 
orgies.” 


He said the program was 
useful in making people more 
aware of the drug problem, 


Those who used to be Involv- 
ed in TIP are active in new 
projects. TIP originator Brown 
says he now spends 50 hours a 
week working in the Citizens’ 
Coalition, a group devoted to 
limiting government  interfer- 
ence in private enterprise. 


Van Weert said the best 
people to get information from 
were pushers and drug users 
because they think that if the 
police are looking into some- 
one else the “heat’s off them”. 
He said some drug users who 
double as informers “like play- 
ing cops”.

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Few events in Spanish history have 
been so keenly awaited (or greatly 
feared by some) as the death of 
Francisco Franco. Franco's death ends, 
at least for now, a tyrannical and 
reactionary one-man rule that even 
many conservative Spaniards admit had 
outlived itself, 

The Spain that the Generalissimo Is 
leaving to his successor Juan Carlos de 
Borbon is very much different from the 
one that he took over at the end of three 


terrible years of civil war. But the” 


political system he clamped down on 
the country almost forty years ago is 
basically unchanged and consequently 
has become Spain's greatest anomaly 
and most acute problem. 

Illiteracy has been cut in half, 
standing now at 10 per cent. A better 
educated, less-isolated and more-in- 
formed population is starting to chafe 
under a system whose paternalism, 
rules of organization, and norms of 
conduct and morality. were meant for 
another age and another kind of people. 

Anyone involved in an economic 
activity is part of a syndicate, a system 
that smacks of the corporate state 
invented by Mussolini. The Idea is that 
everybody works together instead of 
engaging In class warfare. Theoretical- 
ly, a company is not supposed to

discharge anyone and workers are not 
supposed to strike. Instead of freedom 
to form and run their own organiza- 
tions, the workers get social justice in 
the form of social security benefits. 

The fact is that there are conflicts that 
lead to firings and strikes, busi- 
ness slowdowns that require layoffs, 
and there are never enough social 
benefits to meet requirements in the 
fields of health and old age assistance. 
Last year, there were so many strikes in 
Spain that the Government finally got 
around to acknowledging they are legal 
in some cases, although only ‘after 
drawn-out procedures. There were so 
many student strikes that all the major 
universities were shut down. 

It would seem that the object of that 
popular news phrase, “last of the 
thirties fascists’ would have been 
overthrown long ago. Then again, there 
have been many misconceptions of 
Franco. When he joined the wave of 
Conservative Spanish reaction to the 
Republic there were those on his side 
who thought his goal was a ‘New 
Order” along the lines of Hitler and 
Mussolini. The Falangists were sure 
that General Franco belonged to them; 
much of the specifically fascist image 
acquired abroad by Franco goes back to 
a 1930's Spain when Franco did make 


use of them. But their position dwindl- 
ed, and they became simply one of 
many strands that the Generalissimo 
braided together in pursuit of his one 
real substantial alm: holding Spain. 

Franco kept a watchful eye for those 
forces, domestic or international, that 
might threaten his power. In fact, 
Franco successfully kept Spain out of 
World War Two, and physically away 
from his natural “allies.” He rebuked 
Hitler's attempts to use Spain as a 
military base and in the process saved 
thousands of Jews fleeing from the rest 
of Europe by granting them instant 
Spanish citizenship. 

Yet, when any internal threat was big 
and active he fought it with a maniacal 
ferocity. Even Spanish historians favor- 
able to Franco can find no way to gloss 
over the atrocious reprisals that follow- 
ed his victory in the civil war. Some 
200,000 prisoners are generally believed 
to have been executed or to have died in 
concentration camps. 


He took away regional autonomy and | 


harshly governed the Basque provinces 
which had opposed him during the civil 
war and refused any autonomy to the 
culturally and linguistically different 
Catalan provinces around Barcelona. 
So why have so many Spaniards 
supported, or at least tolerated so many 


years of suffocating rule? Franco's 
“support” was largely grudging ac- 
ceptance, more recently held togeth- 
er by popular thought that he was soon 
to die anyway. But still that acceptance 
was there. 

It rested simply on the great trauma 
of the civil war. There are few other 
struggles imbedded so firmly in the 
Western consciousness. Outside of 
Spain it is remembered as a cause, but 
inside it is embedded much more as 
guilt and fear. Guilt that the Spaniards 
allowed themselves to tear themselves 
up so cruelly, and the fear of it 
happening again. Franco's existence 
insured that much-needed stability. 

A stable dictatorship however, has 
been a heavy onus to bear. Most of the 
major political parties (all of whom are 
banned save Franco’s National Move- 
ment), SO many young army officers, 
students, and surprisingly, the Church, 
are now planning a series of moves to 
force the new government of King Juan 
Carlos and Premier Arias to move faster. 
on bringing social justice to Spain. The 
main task though will be up to the 
Spanish people as a whole who must 
learn that it will take more than the 
death of Franco to begin a social and 
political development that was aborted 
forty years ago.

Terrorism vs. struggle 


Terrorism. As the Olympic year 
approaches, the hysteria that this word 
evokes is being driven to fever pitch by 
the commercial press. 

Almost every day we are assaulted 
with stories of terrorist killings, attacks 
and abductions around the world. We 
are constantly reminded of the death of 
the Israeli athletes at the Munich 
Olympics in 1972, and in front page 
stories are told how Israeli villages are 
attacked by guerrillas armed with 
“machineguns, grenades and hat- 
chets”,. | 

All of us recoil from stories like that, 
it hits on a gut level. 

The papers are filled with stories from 
Spain, Lebanon, Angola, the Middle 
East, Ireland, Indochina and South 
America. Stories of death, destruction 
and seemingly pointless murder. In 
North America columns of front page 
space are given over to the capture of 


the “terrorist” Patricia Hearst and in: 


Québec, editorial analysts wax eloquent 
on how to avoid a repeat of the FLQ 
crisis. | 

But there are a few important facts to 
take into consideration when attempt- 
ing to make some sense out of this 
barrage of information. For instance, 
there is a determined effort by the 


commercial media to turn all struggles 
for national independence into bizarre 
religious feuds. 

The latest pps of this In the 
western press Is the portrayal of the 
fighting in Lebanon and the destruction 
of Beirut as the result of “sectarian 
violence” between Christian and Mus- 
lim. What the media has so convenient- 
ly forgotten to tell us is that the fighting 
began months ago following attacks on 
Palestinian refugees by right wing 
elements. The Palestinians have resist- 
ed and the struggle has turned into a 
spontaneous uprising against feudal 
rule with industrial and agricultural 
workers at its head, including Muslim 
and Christian Lebanese, and Palestin- 
ian refugees. 

In its coverage of the Middle East 
situation, any explanation of the activi- 
ties of the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation are almost always preceded by a 
terse little statement that the PLO is 
“considered by many to be a terrorist 
group”. Who Is this amorphous “many” 
that the press refers to? 

Why is it that when Israeli soldiers 
murder PLO leaders and women in the 
“Belrut expedition” of April 1973, or 
drop napalm in Jordanian towns In the 
summer of 1968 and bomb refugee 


camps in Lebanon in the summer of 


1974, these are never referred to as 


“terrorist” acts? It is not terrorism to the 
people who run the media but merely 
“bombings”. 

It is obvious that killing unarmed 
civilians, hijacking planes, abducting 
individuals and bombing public places 
are all acts of terror and as such are not 


likely to aid in the long term the freeing 


of oppressed people or making the 
world a better place to live in. 
Misguided invididuals and groups 
like the FLQ, the SLA and the Weather- 
men must be prevented from harming 
individuals and attempting to co-opt 
working people into believing that a 
better life and world will result from 


_ these individual “terrorist” acts. 


At the same time there are legitimate 
groups like the PLO working for a just 
cause and fighting for the freedom and 
liberation of their land from the hand of 
Zionist colonialism. Hiding within the 
PLO are some misguided people, who 
because of the conditions of their lives, 
forget that the fight for liberation is 
long and difficult, and act spontane- 
ously and wrongly in performing “ter- 
rorist” acts. But as such they do not 
represent the. PLO or the Palestinian 
people as a whole. 


We must also remember that the 
bombing of Palestinian refugee camps 
by Israeli planes, the napalming of 
Vietnamese villages by the U.S. Air- 
force, and the eradication of thousands 
of civilians in Chile after the military 
coup ousting Allende, among countless 
of other examples, were never referred 
to as acts of “terrorism” and were 
supported In Canada’s parliament bulld- 
ings. 

In Canada all this talk of terrorism, 
real or imagined, is serving a very useful 
purpose as far as the people who 
control this country are concerned. For 
one thing it has allowed them to 
increase the power of specialized police 
forces such as Montréal's anti-terror- 
ist force. Also, the police phone tap- 
ping activities have been stepped up 
considerably in the last few months in a 
search for possible subversives. 

The immigration procedures have 
also been tightened up in a proposed 
effort to stop “terrorists” from crossing 
the borders. What this means is that 
when the Olympics are over police 
control and surveillance will be utilized 
to watch and control Canadians, be- 
cause they are going to have precious 
little else to do.

Statement by the Israel Delegate 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 


11 — Following are excerpts froma 
statement by Chaim Herzog of 
Israel during debate yesterday on 
the General Assembly resolution 
on racism, which equated Zionism 
with racism: 

Zionism is to the Jewish people 
what the liberation movements of 
Africa and Asia have been to their 
own people. 

The Arab delegates talk of 
racism, What has happened to the 
800,000 Jews who lived for over 
2,000 years in the Arab lands, who 
formed some of the most ancient 
communities long before the 
advent of Islam. Where are those 
communities? What happened to 
the people and what happened to 
their property? The Jews were once 
one of the important communities 
in the countries of the Middle East, 
the leaders of thought, of 
commerce, of medical science, 


Where are they in Arab society 
today? 

You dare talk of racism when 1 
can point with pride tothe Arab 
ministers who have served in my 
Government, to the Arab deputy 
speaker of my Parliament, to Arab 
officers and men serving of their 
own volition in our defense border 
and police forces, frequently 
commanding Jewish troops, to the 
hundreds of thousands of Arabs 
from all over the Middle East 
crowding the cities of Israel every 
year, to the thousands of Arabs 
from all over the Middle East 
coming for medical treatment to 
Israel. To the peaceful co-existence 
which has developed. To the fact 
that Arabic is an official language 
in Israel ona par with Hebrew. To 
the fact that it is as natural for an 
Arab to serve in public office in 
Israel as it is incongruous to think 
of a Jew serving inanvy public office 


in an Arab country, Indeed being 
admitted to many of them. 

Is that racism? It is not! That, 
Mr. President, is Zionism. The 
issue before this Assemby is not 
Israel and not Zionism. The issue is 
the fate of this organization. 

Testing Agent of Decency 

Over the centuries it has fallen to 
the lot of my people to be the 
testing agent of human decency, 
the touchstone of civilization, the 
crucible in which enduring human 
values are to be tested. A nation’s 


‘level of humanity could invariably 


be judged by its behavior towards 
its Jewish population. It always 
began with the Jews but never 
ended with them. 

This wicked resolution Us 
sound the alarm for all decent 
people in this world, On this issue 
the world had divided itself into 
good and bad, decent and evil, 
human and debase.
